Detectives Tuesday were following 
the most meager of clews in an at- 
tempt to learn the identity of a 
prowler who last Saturday night cli- 
maxed a series of nocturnal vis- 
its to Dr. Willis ‘“Westmoreland's 
home, at 417 Tenth street.) N. F., 
by sending a bullet creasing along 
the doctor's cheek as he sat smoking 
on the front porch of his residence. 

The shot was fired from the dark- 
ness as Dr. Westmoreland was alone 
on the porch, Mrs. Westmoreland hav- 
ing just left his side to enter the 
house. Although the ball passed a 
scant inch from the base of the doc- 
tor’s brain the wounds that it inflicted 
were only a scratch along the right 
of the cheek and behind the right ear. 

The doctor, not wishing to alarm 
his wife, walked into the house after 
the shooting and when she asked him 
what was the matter with the side of 
his face replied that he had scratched 
himself on one of the wicke®™ porch 
chairs. 

The following morning, however, Dr. 
Westmoreland revealed that he had 
been shot. Police were notified and 
Detectives Austin and Armstrong were 
assigned to the investigation. Thinking 
it possible that the marauder might 
return on the following night the 
matter was temporarily kept quiet.

House and Senate Com- 
mittees Are Announced 
By Speaker Russell and 
President Neill. 


RECEPTION GIVEN —

Committee on Privileges 
and Elections Agrees To 
Recommend Confirma- 
tion of List.

Agreement of members of the sen- 
ate committee on privileges and elec- 
tions to return a report to the senate 
Monday confirming a long list 6f ap- 
pointees of Governor L. G. Hardman 
made by the governor since the last 
session of the legislature came as one 
of the outstanding features of a busy 
day in both branches of that body 
Tuesday. 

Presiding officers announced their 
committee assignments, the governor 
delivered his first message of the new 
session, while many of the newly 
formed committees met in the after- 
noon and organized for business for 
the year. ‘The governor’s reception 
at the governor's’ mansion was tle 
final feature of the legislative day. 

Appointees Confirmed. 

While the senate committee ob 
privileges and elections adjourned with 
the announcement that its report on 
the governor's appointees would not 
be made until Monday, it was learned 


from semi-official sources that the 
committes virtually agreed that all the 


appointees should be returned: te the 
senate at the Monday session with the 


|} recommendation that the body confirm 


them. Included in the list are the 
names of Colonel Sam Tate, recently 
named as chairman of the static high- 
way board to succeed John N. Holue> 
and of D. A. Finley, of Valdosta, ap- 
pointed to succeed Dr. J. E. Hardin, 
of Whigham, as member of the state 
board of game and fish. In the list 
are many trustees of. various educa- 
tional institutions in the University 


of Georgia system, 

Action of the privileges committee 
in recommending confirmation of the 
governor’s appointees, if supported by 
the senate itself, means the end of a 
fight over appointments that began 
in the legislature at its Jast session. 
A senate “bloe” was organized at that 
session and by waging a_ balance of 
power succeeded in blocking all ap- 
pointments as successor to Chairman 
Holder. Reports were current during 
the week that the senate was prepar- 
ing to fight the appointments of the 
governor at this session but such were 
unfounded, according to the informa- 
tion obtained Tuesday. Senator Van- 
deviere, of the thirty-ninth district, is 
chairman of the senate committee on 
privileges and elections. He simply 
announced that the report of the com-

CHILD WELFARE BO! 


Conference To Be Called at 
Capital To Make Survey 
of Situation. 


Washington. July 2.—(#)—Be- 
lieving the health of the nations 
children is the first requisite of equal- 
ity of opportunity, President Hoover 
has decided to assemble child welfare 
leaders from all sections of the coun- 
try in Washington for a conference 
within a year. an, 

The purpose. the president said to- 
day in announcing the project, will 
be to determine the present progress 
and future needs of this field. The 
meeting will be preceded by an ex- 
haustive survey by committees identi- 
fied with various phases of child wel- 
fare work. ‘The project is to 
financed by $500.000 which Mr. Hoo- 
ver has received from private sources. 

“T have decided to call a White 
House conference on the health and 
protection of children,” the president 
said. “The conference will be com- 
prised of representatives of the great 
voluntary associations together with 
the federal and state and municipal 
authorities interested in these ques- 
tions. Its purpose will be to deter- 
mine the facts as to our present. prog- 
ress and our future needs in this great 
field, and to make recommendations 
for such measures for more effective 
official and voluntary action and their 
co-ordination as will further develop 
| the care and protection of children. 

Meet in Nine Months. 

“The conference will not be assem- 
bied for another nine months or a 
year, in order that there may be time 
for complete and exhaustive advance 
study of the facts and forces in prog- 
ress, of the experience with the dif- 
ferent measures and the work of the 


| organizations both in voluntary and 


official fields. 

“In order that these determinations 
may be effectively made and intelli- 
gent presentation given at the confer- 
ence, a series of committees will be 
appointed from the leaders in differ- 
ent national organizations and will be 
assisted by experts. 

“The subjects to be covered embrace 

roblems of dependent children; regu- 
ar medieal examination; school or 
public clinics for children; hospitali- 
zation; adequate milk supplies; com- 
munity nurses; maternity instruction 
and nurses; facilities for playgrounds 
and recreation; voluntary organiza- 
tion of children; child labor and scores 
of allied subjects. 

‘To cover the expenses of the pre- 
liminary committees and the confer- 
ence and follow-up work which will 
be required to carry out the conclu- 
sions of the conference a sum _ of 
$500,000 has been placed at my dis- 
posal from private sources. 

First Survey. Since 1909. 


“This will be the first national 
conference held in review of this sub- 
ject since the conference called by 
President Roosevelt in 1909. That 
conferénce resulted fm a great im- 
pulse to social and protective activi- 
ties in behalf of children. It is pro- 
posed to include in the interested 
groups, the educational assdciations so 
far as education bears upon health 
and protection of child life. It is not 
the purpose of such efforts to invade 
or relieve the responsibilities of par- 
ents but to advance those activities 
in care and protection of children 
which are beyond the control of the 
individual parent. 

“IT have communicated with a num- 
ber of the larger voluntary bodies and 
public officials throughout the coun- 
try and find they are unanimous in 
the belief that such a national re- 
view is urgently needed in order to 
establish a new platform for further 
advance, and they are in agreement 
with me in the necessity for exhaus- 
tive examination of the whole situa- 
tion and the preparation of material 
before such a conference is called if 
we are to secure effective results 
from the conference. 

“We as a nation are fundamentally 
concerned with the re-enforcement of 
the equality of opportunity to every 
child and the first necessity for equal 
opportunity is health and protection. 

“The work of the conference will 
be under the direction of the secre- 
tary of the interior, Dr. Ray Lyman 
Wilbur, with the co-operation of the 
secretary of labor, James J. Davis. 

Dr. Harry E. Barnard, formerly 
state health commissioner of Indiana, 
has been selected as executive secre- 
tary of the conference and a small 
preliminary committee is in process 
of appointment which will expand its 
own membership and will determine 
the special subjects to be investigated 
by special committees outlined ahove 
and make recommendations for their 
personne!.”

| REED URGES LIFT —

Washington, July 2—~(4,—Senator 
Reed, of Pennsylvania, tezler of the 
movement in the senate to prevent re- 
peal of the ‘national origins quota 
basis, believes it is unnecessary at 
present to apply the restrictions to 
Mexico. 

He set forth his position today in 
a letter to Captain John B. Trevor, of 
New York, chairman of the American 
coalition, made up of almost 199 or- 
ganizations supporting the national 
origins plan. 

He warned that to place Mexico on 
a quota might cause diplomatic and 
legislative difficulties.

Operating between Lawrenceville 
and Athens, John W. Lowe, ace of 
the detective homicide squad, Tuesday 
night was reported “hot on the 
trail’ of the “tall man with the black 
eye’ sought in connection with the 
mysterious murder late Saturday 
night or early Sunday morning of 
Professor Alexander Hamilton John- 
son, killed here while on a visit to 
the convention of the National Educa- 
won Association. ; 

Though Lowe moved secretly, Chief 
of Detectives A. Lamar Poole admit- 
ted that the detective had established 
the fact that the “tall man’ was 
with the educator when he passed 
through Lawrenceville on his way to 
Atlanta early Saturday night. 

This man, and another reported to 
have been wearing overalls, are the 
only two men who are known to have 
accompanied Johnson about the city 
after his arrival here. 


Poole Is Reticent. 

Chief Poole was reticent in discur 
sing Lowe's movements. 

“We are working on a new trail,” 
the chief said. “I gave Lowe blanket 
orders to follow it to the end. He 
may spend the night in Athens and 
he may go on to Hartwell. When he 
returns. we hope he will have a pris- 
oner with him and we further hope 
that the prisoner will prove the key 
to this mysterious case.” 

Meanwhile Detective A. J. Stephens, 
also a member of the homicide squad, 
was at work in Atlanta, his partner, 
L. C. Taylor, being in court as a wit- 
ness in the trial of Sam F. Aiken. 
Chief Poole had no report to make 
Tuesday night of Stephens’ activities, 
but did admit thrz the detective was 
working on something that wonld 
prove of great value in the event the 
‘tall man with the black eye’ was ar- 
rested. 

Relatives Interviewed. 

The police first took up the trial of 
this man early Monday, when W. W. 
Wise, an employe of the Southern 
Auto and Equipment Company, wher¢ 
Johnson stopped Saturday night im- 
mediately after his arrival from his 
Hartwell home to obtain parts with 
which to repair his motor car, reported 
that the professor had been accom- 
panied to the company’s store by the 
tall man. He said he was an old 
friend of Johnson’s and that they were 
oldtime classmates at the University 
of Georgia. 

Though Lowe is known to be not 


that he carried with him when he left 
Atlanta hurriedly early Tuesday the 
names of a number of former class- 
mates of the slain teacher who live in 
the cities and towns between here and 
Hartwell. He is expected to inter- 
view a number of them en route with 
a hope of getting a better description 
of Johnson’s reported companion. 


Relatives of Johnson in Atlanta 
again were interviewed by the police 
Tuesday, but as yet Hothing has been 
developed from them, it was said, 
which might lead to a solution of the 
teacher’s death.

| Routine Business. 

Joe FP. Jobnston, president ‘of the 
association, presided, and some routine 
business was transacted. Josiah 
Rose, collector of internal revenue, 
was also on the program originally, 
but due to the lack of:time, his ad- 
dress was postponed until a future 
date. 

The speaker pointed out that prior 
to the enactment of the Harrison nar- 
cotic act in 1914 there was no re- 
striction on the sale of dope in the 
I'nited States and that the annual 
yearly importations had reached 900,- 
000 pounds a year. This act, he ex- 
plained, was passed as a revenue 
measure and under this guise en- 
ables the federal government to con- 
trol the sale and purchase of dope. 

Physicians are required to pay a

‘and yet, in spite of these nominal 
‘charges, the fees, fines and forfeitures 
‘collected are in excess of the congres- 
sional appropriations for the enforce- 
ment of the act. 

Proper Care.

“I wish to assure you that whatever 
recommendations I ghall present to 
you for enactment into law. have been 
arrived at after study free from prej- 
udice, or personalities, and for the 
purpose of serving the whole citizen- 
ship of the state; and with these pre- 
liminary statements I make the fol- 
lowing recommendations for your 
study during the present session of the 
general assembly : 

Pian of Operation. 

“First, I recommend that the ma- 
chinery for the operation of the gen- 
eral assembly, such as the appvint- 
ment of the various committees, be 
made as early as practicable, and that 
we begin work, providing two ses- 
sions each day, and the meeting of 
the committees as proniptly as condi- 
tions will permit. 

“It appeals to me that it is better 
business, and will give us wiser legis- 
lation to do our work in the beginning 
of the session, rather than to have a 
crowded condition of legislation to- 
ward the end, which would probably 
disturb our judgments and bring to 
us legislation that would perhaps be 
unfinished and unwise. If any time 
is to be taken off, or recessed, may it 
not come toward the close of the ses- 
sion when you have - finished your 
work? May we not finish our work 
and not carry it over to be finished 
during the last night of the session, 
or on the morning of the Sabbath. 
which is recognized by our laws and 
by our peoples as illegal legislation ? 

Finances. 


_ Legislature Advised To 
_ $Start Formation of New 
Fiscal Plans—Split Ses- 
‘sion Is Favored. 


Recommending revision of the 
state's system of finances along lines 
which will provide funds to pay a 
deficit of approximately $4,000,000 ac- 
eruing in 1927 and 1928 and propos- 
ing that the state legislature begin 
work early in the session on the for- 
mation of new fiscal plans, Governor 
L. G. Hardman Tuesday appeared be- 
fore the state legislature in joint ses- 
sion and read his first message of that 
session. | 

According to the governor the most 
urgent need of the stale at present 
is to provide for the deficit created 
by the legislature of 1927, which was 
due to the excess of appropriations 
over revenue or to the “lack of pro- 
viding sufficient revenue to take care 
of the appropriations made,” accord- 
ing to the message. The estimated 
deficit for 1927 and 1928S was placed 
at $3,777,444 by the governor, who 
urged the legislative body to provide 
reyenue “from some source’ to take 
care of this situation now. 

to To Highways. 

The governor declared that no in- 
come should be allotted to any spe- 
cial purpose save that derived from 
the sale of motor vehicle license tags | 
and from the collection of rax on gaso- 
line. He said such revenue should go 
to the highways, “thereby making it 
possible not to creste an additional 
debt against the state for building 
purpose.’ It was pointed out that 
part of the present revenue from these 
sources goes to the schools of the 
state and part to the counties of the 
state. 

In recent years state institutions 
have borrowed meney aggregating 
$791,405 and the governor declared 
that his custom has “developed a 
serious problem as to what eytent 
these institutions are authorized by 
law to create a debt and who is re- 
sponsible for the debt when created.” 

he governor recommended that the 
legislature provide such legislation as 
“will care for this embarrassing sit- 
uation,” 

Discussing the question of taxation 
the governor recommended the crea- | 
tion of a permanent tax: commission 
of three members to analyze the state's | 
tax needs. He said tax laws should | 
be passed which will “place a reason- 
able burden of taxation on all classes.’ 

Budget Discussed. 

The governor discussed the work 
of the state budget commission and 
the state examining commission and 
said under the present law the work 
of these commissions overlap. He

The Health Commission. 

“The health commission created by 
the governor of this state has also a 
report, which is submitted to the gen- 
eral assembly. Other measures, or 
bills, will be presented to you by this 
commission for your study and con- 
sideration. 

The Education Commission. 

“The education commission, which 
was also created for the study of the 
educational situation, has completed 
their work, and same is submitted to 
you for your information and. study. 
These are laws that should have your 
consideration, since your law provides 
that one-half of all of the revenue 
from all sources of income or taxation 
shall be used and expended for the 
use and maintenance of the common 
schools of Georgia, and, a direct ap- 
propriation of $5,300,000.00; also, one 
cent on kerosene and one-half cent on 
vasoline, as well as from the game and 
tish department. 

“These different sources rather com- 
plicate than simplify the appropria- 
tions, because oftentimes there is no 
revenue derived from sources named, 
as provided by law; and it appeals to 
the governor of this state that a def- 
inite sum for the common schools, the 
Barrett-Rogers fund and the higher 
education sbould be stated and paid 
from the state treasury of Georgia. 

State Organization. 

“One of the most important matters 
that should claim your study is that 
of state organization; and the gover- 
nor has appointed a commission, 
which is making a definite report and 
offering amendments to your law to 
carry out plans suggested that will 
give us a modern plan of administer- 
ing the affairs of this state, which will 
save the state, as has been estimated, 
over $800,000.00 a year and make 
more efficient every department. 

“This modern plan of handling the 
state’s affairs and finances has been 
adopted by 20-odd states in the Union. 
Other states are now making a study 
of their administrative affairs of state, 
that they may put in similar admin- 
istrations. Virginia, Tennessee and 
Illinois have accomplished especially 
constructive work along this line. 

Crime Commission. 

“The crime commission has also 
made their report, and a bill has been 
introduced in keeping with the rec- 
ommendations of the crime commis- 
sion, which should have your study 
and consideration. 

“There is no subject that will con- 
tribute to the welfare, the protection 
and the morals of this state as a prop- 
er appreciation for authority and law. 

“One of the great needs of our state 
is the establishment .of a state bu- 
reau of identification. The impor- 
tance and far-reaching value of the 
establishment of this bureau you can- 
not comprehend, without a study of 
many of the problems handled by the 
clemency board, the governor of the 
state and the attorneys who represent 
the criminal before the clemency board 
and the governor. It is the decided 
opinion of the governor of your state 
that nothing would contribute perhaps 
more to the prevention of crime— 
through the certainty of identification 
by fingerprint reading and other ele- 
ments that will be presented to you 
in a bill at the present session. 

“It is the opinion of the chief exec- 
utive of this state that the certainty 
of identification and punishment are 
two of the strongest elements to deter 
or prevent crime, which it seems 
would be done upon the establishment 
of this bureau. I do not know of any 
subject that offers a greater field for 
study than does this one. 

Tubercular Sanatorium. 

‘“4 special commission was created 

by the governor of this state to study 


the advisability of a tubercular sana~ 


torium at Milledgeville—to study the 

betterment of conditions there for the 

care of the tubercular criminal of 

the state; and I commend this to you 

for your study and consideration.

“For money borrowed in 1928, on a 
5 per cent basis, it was $186,400.00 ; 
and the amount for 1929, if no other 
money is borrowed, will be 
200.00, making a total of $328,600.00, 
on a basis of 5 per cent interest. 

“The amount of money borrowed by 
the institutions, including buildings, 
as presented to the governor of this 
state, is $701,405.82. The average 
rate of interest paid on this money 1s 
71-3 per cent, which would make a 
total per annum for interest of $66.- 
036.43, which the state would pay if 
it meets the obligations created by in- 
stitutions. 

“This $68,036.42 added to the def-

FIRST AID FOR FIREWORKS 
INJURIES. 

Thanks to medical and health ed- 
ucation of the public the annual toll 
of casualties from Independetice Day 
celebrations is now reduced almost to 
nothing. ‘True, a good many children 
are hurt, but when these hurts receive 
proper treatment very few of the vic- 
tims die, as compared with the fright- 
ful toll of this holiday a generation 
ago. 

There are certain essential facts 
which everyone should know about 
wounds from firecrackers, toy pistol 
caps, guns of one kind and another, 
and about burns from fireworks and 
the lodgment of powder grains or par- 
ticles of wadding or other foreign mat- 
ter in the flesh. : 

In the first place, every burn, 
abrasion, or wound sustained while 
handling or shooting fireworks or guns 
or from these weapons or - missels, 
must be looked upon as a_ likely 
source of blood poisoning (septicemia) 
and a possible source of lockjaw (tet- 
anus). This is particularly true of 
slight. injuries which may not seem, 
at the time, toe require medical at- 
tention. 

In any case where powder grains, 
bits.of wadding or paper or street 
dirt of any kind appear to be em- 
bedded or may possibly be buried in a 
wound, immediate surgical care and 
the immunization of the _ patient 
against tetanus should be _ sought, 
for it is in such wounds that this 
deadly lockjaw infection is most like- 
ly to develop. The tetanus bacilli 
are likely to be present in the wad- 
ding or other material used in fire- 
works, and likely tp be present in 
street dirt at this time of year. The 
surgical treatment required in such 
cases includes thorough clearing of 
the wound by the doctor and a proper 
dressing. Then a dose of the prophy- 
lactic antitetanus serum. A dose of 
this serum administered at this time 
pretty dependably prevents lockjaw in

After lockjaw develops the 
serum is too feeble to cope with the 
tetanic poison. If the serum is not

It is safest, wisest and most eco- 
nomical to give all such wounds the 
benefit of immediate medical care, 
But if such care is not available, then 
probably the best first aid is a single 
application of tincture of iodin or 
mercurochrome and a simple dressing 
of sterile gauze or freshly ironed mus- 
lin or linen and a bandage or adhe- 
sive strapping to hold the dressing 
in the place. If there is raw surface. 
a coating of sterile (freshly boiled) 
petrolatum will prevent _ sticking. 
These injuries heal better without the 
use of alleged “healing” salves, if 
they can be kept protected from con- 
tamination. Neither tincture of iodin 
nor mercurochrome can be depended 
on to destroy tetanus germs if any be 
in the wound. That is the reason 
why all Fourth of July wounds. even 
trifling burns, should receive imme- 
diate medical treatment.

You appear to hold out a hope 
of salvation for religions outside 
the Christian belief. Then why 

did St. Peter, in Acts iv, 12, say, 

in referring to Christ: “Neither 

is there salvation in any other?” 

I reassert my belief that the souls 
of men are not doomed to destruc- 
tion hereafter because they accept 
some religion other than the Chris- 
tian religion. But this does not pre- 
vent me from believing that the full 


edgement of the great novelist’s powe 
er to amuse and hold the public is 
sufficient for our purpose. Besides, 
Dickens was not a Victorian, and he 
could not be a modernist. He be- 
longed intrinsically to the grotésque 
and rollicking life of the eighteenth 
century. There could hardly be. a 
greater disparity than that between 
“Pickwick Papers” and what Gilbert 
K. Chesterton describes as ‘‘Tenny- 
sonian prettiness.” 

Allow me to quote Chesterton's cone 


clusion on Dickens: “He never really 
served the idols of his time .<¢.. 
he was outside the clubs and the 
cliques and the constitutional Move- 
ments. This is what is meant by ‘call- 
ing him @”éaricaturist: To him these 


meaning of man’s salvation is to be 
found only in Christianity. There is 
a vast difference between being “lost” 
and being “completely saved.” As a 
matter of fact, the majority of us are 
in the heart of the “process of being 


saved,’ as the New Testament puts 
it. 

We have not yet. attained “the 
measure of the stature of the fullness 
of Christ.” “Saving” a soul is a di- 
vine task, which requires infinitely 
more than this life affords to accom- 
plish its full intent and purpose. 

As I see it, a Buddhist or a Moslem 
is not condemned to eternal darkness 
for the sole reason that he was loyal 
to his ancestral faith. Neither does 
his loyalty entitle him to the spirit- 
ual sovereignty which Christ's re- 
dem>tive work secures for man. He 
has still to face the revelation of God 
in Christ and he must. see himself 
and his Creator with the eyes of 
Christ before he can obtain the uni- 
versal blessedness Christianity is de- 
signed to give. 

Yet closely considered, is not this 
your condition and mine? When we 
compare ourselves with the Master, 
the difference between us and the 
so-called heathen is not as impressive 
as it might be. The spectacle which 
Christian men and Christian states 
presented to the non-Christian world 
from 1914 to 1918 was not very com- 
mendatory of their religion. 
that spectacle and with it the needs 
of your own spirit, and leave the fate 
of non-Christian peoples to Him who 
will execute absolute justice, tem- 
pered by everlasting mercy.

Mody Cook, had sworn out a warrant 
alleging that she administered the 
poison. Miss Buneh, who had been a 
servant in the Gardner home for four 
years, denied the charge. 

Mrs. Gardner, who had been ill for 
several days, was reported to have 
takén some medicine the morning be- 
fore her death and to have suffered 
no ill-effects. Later she took another 
dose and succumbed within an hour.

Better Relations With U. S. © 


Is’ Keynote of MacDonald 


Policy as British Premier 


Labor Unfolds Plans for 

Administration in De- 
bate on Message From 
Throne Read for King 
by Proxy. 


London, July 2.—(#)—Emphasiz- 
ing the need for improving relations 
with the United States.and co-operat- 
ing with the great western republic in 
seeking a peaceful settlement of the 
disarmament question, the new labor 
government, directed by Kamsay Mac- 
Donald, launched its program today 
in the formal opening of the new par- 
liament. 

The session was marked by state- 
ments of the utmost importance by the 
two outstanding leaders of the house, 
Premier MacDonald for the govern- 
ment, and former Premier Stanley 
Baldwin, speaking for the conserva- 
tive opposition. 

The prime minister emphasized the 
need of friendship between the British 
empire and the United States and the 
closest co-operation between the two 
governments. Mr. Baldwin promised 
that he and his followers would of- 
fer no “factious opposition to the naw 
government,” but declared that his 
party demanded a certain amount of 
self control on both sides. 

“The relations which have been 
growing up recently between the two 
countries’ (Great Britain and the 
United States), said the prime minis- 
ter, “have not been too happy. Both of 
us are aware of that and are determ- 
ined to do everything we can to 
change it.” 

King Speaks By Proxy. 

The king’s speech, delivered in the 
absence of the sovereign by the lord 
chancellor, Lord Sankey, called atten- 
tion to the beginning of negotiations 
with.the American ambassador and ex- 
pressed hope that the governments of 
the two English-speaking nations, 
working with the dominions and ether 
foreign powers, might soon be able to 
reach a solution of this paramount 


international issue and {fruitful cause 


of diplomatic discord. 

In the course of the debate on 
the reply to,the king’s speech former 
Premier Baldwin questioned the prime 
minister about his proposed American 
visit and gave hearty approval to this 
method of encouraging personal inter- 
course between the heads of the two 
countries, 

Mr. MacDonald, responding, agreed 
fully with his predecessor in office 
that a visit with President Hoover 
would be of great value. He, how; 
ever, begged to be excused from an- 


nouncing at the present time his plans } 


for his hoped for trip to Washington 
Consulting With Dominions. 

The prime minister also revealed in 
the words of the king’s speech that his 
government now was consulting with 
the dominions regarding the signing 
of the optional clause embodied in the 
statute of the Permanent Court of In- 
ternational Justice. 

“My government,” said the speech 
from the throne, “considers that the 
time has come to submit iv judicial 
settlement international disputes in 
which the parties are in conflict as to 
their respective rights.” 

As foreeast in campaign declara- 
tions, the labor administration  pro- 
poses to take steps seeking re-estab- 
lishment of diplomatic relations with 
Russia. In domestic affairs the gov- 
ernment made known its intention of 
attacking the unemployment §situa- 
tion vigorously; of considering the 
question of reorganizing the coal in- 
dustry ; inquiring into the condition of 


the iron, steel and cotton industries; - 


investigating legislation relating to the 
sale and supply of intoxicating liquors, 
and of engaging in a survey of the 
election laws through an examination 
of the experiences of the recent gen- 
eral election, 

Regarding this last proposal Mr, 
MacDonald disclosed the government 


| 


intended to inquire closely into thé 
usé¢ of money in conducting. politieal 
campaigns. Looking in the direction 
of Mr. Lloyd George, leader of the 
parliamentary liberal party, he de 
clared his belief that concentration 
of huge central electioneering funds 
was a bad influence. 

The_premier, in speaking on the mo- 
tion to adopt the king’s speech, an- 
nounced emphatically the present ad- 
ministration was determined to carry 
out loyally, existing international 
financial obligations, but added that 
in the future the government would 
carefully safeguard the business inter- 
ests of Great Britain in its interna- 
tional financial negotiations. 

After Mr. MacDonald's review 
the government program the house 
was adjourned until tomorrow, when 
the debate on the address will be re- 
sume. 

Baldwin on Disarmament. 

Mr. Baldwin laid stress on two 
points concerning MacDonald's pro- 
posed visit to the United States— 
first, that all arrangements so far 
were of a preliminary nature, and ser- 
ond, that the other naval powers 
“especially” should be invited to coe- 
operate when the negotiating stage has 
been reached. The chairman of the 
league disarmament commission has, 
he said, made a request in that sense. 

Mr. MacDonald devoted a consider- 
able part of his speech to the Young 
plan for reparations payments. Mr. 
Baldwin had asked whether the Young 
proposals, as approved by the govern- 
ment, would be submitted. to parlia- 
ment before a final decision was 
taken, 

The prime minister after a tribute 
to the British experts, who had to ae- 
cept compromises they did not alto- 
gether approve, said they had done 
their best to secure British interest. 

Britain Bearing Burden. 

Alluding to the pending Young 
plan for settlement of German repar- 
ations, the premier said: 

“I hope everybody will understand 
that however the negotiations may go, 
the great generosity of Britain in ifs 
relation to its allies both during and 
after the war can be called into ques- 
tion by nobody. Nor can its meticuleus 
rectitude in fulfilling its bargains and 
obligations be doubted. 

“I often feel that this is not recog- 
nized as it should be. We are bearing 
burdens which, in strict rectitude and 
in relation to the capacity of others, 
ought not to be imposed upon us, We 
shall go back upon none of our con- 
tracts, but we shall—” 

Here ironic cheers came from the 
conservative benches with cries of 
“tell that to Snowden,” he being the 
new chancellor who, in the old parlia- 
ment,, had declared that the labor 
party had never recognized the Bal- 
four notes which fixed Britain’s war 
debt agreements. Mr. MacDonald paid 
no attention to this interruption, con- 
tinving: 

‘We shall go back on none of our 
contracts, and I regret that there 
should be any doubt of this cast by 
anyone'in this house.” 

There was one decided break with 
tradition in connection with the open- 
ing of parliament. For generations 
the mover and the seconder of the ad- 
dress in reply to the speech from 
the throne have appeared either in 
court attire or in uniform. Today 
they were in plain clothes,

NEGRO CONGRESSMAN 
TAKES RAP AT SOUTH 


Charges Cowardice and Hy- 
pocrisy in Speech at 
Cleveland, Ohio. 


Cleveland, Ohio, July 2.—(#)— 
Charges of cowardice and hypocrisy 
were flung by Congressman Oscar De 
Priest, negro, of Chicago, last night 
at members of the legislatures of 
southern states which recently passed 


resolutions censuring Mrs. Herbert 
Hoover for inviting his wife to a 
White House reception. Congress- 
man. DePriest was speaking be- 
fore 2,000 persons at. a mass meeting 
of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. 


“They're just a lot of cowards,” the | 


Illinois congressman called the south- 
ern Jegislators. “This is my country 


Tand your country. I’ve been elected to 


congress the same as any other con- 
gressman and I'm going to have the 
rights of every other congressman— 
no. more and no less—if its in the 


White House tea.” 

De Priest said the criticism of Mrs. 
Hoover's receiving his wife at the 
White House tea was an incident 
used by southern democrats peli- 
ticians, seeking to win the solid seuth 
back into the democratic party. 

However, he added, “all racial 
prejudice is not confined to any one 
party or to any one church. They are 
all tinged with it.” 

Turning to the subject of prohibi-

As long as 
I am in congress I'll appoint only ne- 
groes to those two schools, or until 
some white congressman appoints a 
negro. 

“I want to thank the democrats of

FURTHER CUT IN TAX 


Excessive Expenditures May 
Prevent Slash of Large 
Amount. 


Washington, July 2.—(/)—Before 
the administration can reach any con- 
clusion upon the feasibility of an early 
reduction in federal taxes, President 
Hoover said today there must be a 
determination of the effect upon the 
treasury of recent legislation, of how 
far normal expenditures can be re- 
duced and of the prospects for future 
revenue. 

A careful study is being made, how- 
ever, he declared in replying to the 
questions of newspaper correspond- 
ents on the’effect of the treasury sur- 
plus, and the administration hopes 

“that the situation may work out on 
the side of a safe surplus for materia] 
relief.” 

Referring to expenditures authoriz- 
ed by recent legislation, Mr. Hoover 
pointed to the naval building program, 
the farm relief law, eradication of the 
Mediterranean fruit fly and expend- 
itures for army and navy aviation and 
for rebuilding army posts. These have 
been authorized since the budget for 
the present fiscal year was drawn up, 

and he noted their effect upon it is 
not yet known. 

The president also pointed out that 
expenditures for the last fiscal year 
exceeded original budget estimates by 
more than $200,000,000. He main- 
tained that before tax reduction can 
be undertaken, it be determined defi- 
nitely whether. the unexpected reve- 
nue which made the surplus possible is 
to continue. 

“We must know,” he said, “how 
far the increase in revenue is due to 
temporary. stock exchange activity.’ 

The recent unprecedented turnover 
in securities on the stock exchange is 
credited by many administration lead- 
ers, among them Secretary Mellon, 
with having been the most important

New York, July 2.—(/)—In de- 
fiance of a 15 per cent rate for call 
loans, the bull forces staged the most 
vigorous demonstration witnessed 
since early May, today, bidding up a 
wide assortment of issues from 1 to 
22 points. The day’s transactions, 
totalling 4,593,790 shares, were the 
largest since the sharp break. of May 
22, and the largest for a rising mar- 
ket since May 1. 

The -Associated Press price index 
of 50 leading industrials rose to un- 
precedented level at 228.3, as com- 
ared to the previous high reeord of 

25.4 reached on May 4. The index 
of 20 rails, which reached new high 
ground yesterday, rose nearly 3 1-2 
points to still another peak. 

The forward movement was stimu- 
lated by President Hoover’s favorable 
comment on the prospect of a reduc- 
tion in taxes, by a sharp rally in 
grain pices, PE by the. apparent 
efforts of the New York banks to keep 
call mone from going higher. The 
bullish element appeared convinced 
that with the passing of the mid-year 
money pinch, credit conditions will re- 
main as comfortable as any experi- 
enced during the past year until the 
fall commercial demands reach large 
proportions. 

Cons vative bankers, however, 
were of the opinion that money rates 
will remain comparatively higher un- 
tily fairly late in July, and that con- 
ditions after that will depend upon 
the attitude of the federal reserve au- 
thorities. 

The stock exchange announced after 
the close of the day's session that to- 
tal borrowings of members at the end 
of June pa a new high record 
of &7.071,221,2 which is $406,- 
083,350 above the totul at the end of 
May: $266,763,869 above the previous 
record total reached at the end of 
March, and $2.172.869.788 above the 
total of June 30, 1928, 

An indication -of. the extent of the 
present credit pinch was given in the 
New York Federal Reserve bank’s 
monthly bulletin, issued tonight, 


which stated New York bank borrow- 
ings at the reserve yesterday reached 
$425,000,000, the highest in recent 
years, and $21,000,000 above the peak 
of: January 2, which was incident to 
the year-end settlements. 

General Electric was the bull fa- 
vorite of the session, being rushed up 
22 points to a record price of 353, 
and closing at 449 1-2. Westinghouse 
Electric was also sent up into new 
high ground, rising more than 7 points 
across the 200 mark. 

Rails were again buoyant, the buy- 
ing in this group reaching the largest 
proportions in more than a year. 
About a dozen representative issues 
reached new high ground, - including 
such important issues as New York 
Central, up about 7 points; Pennsyl- 
vania, up nearly 4, and Chesapeake 
& Ohio, with an extreme gain of over 
10 points. Pere Marquette jumped J 
points, and the preferred stock of 
Wheeling & Lake Erie, a pivotal road 
in the eastern merger plans, jumped 
13 points. 

Steels found especial favor, United 
States Steel rising more than 4 points 
to a record price of 196 7-8 on talk 
of higher dividends,-and some of the 
independents, including Youngstown 
and Republic, reaching new tops. 
American Can, Columbia Carbon, 
Union Carbide, American Locomotive, 
Remington Rand and Fleischmann 
were among important industrials 
reaching new high ground. Allis Chal- 
mers was a high flier, jumping nearly 
15 points to a new peak, and East- 
man Kodak mounted more than 10 
to within a fraction of its top. 

The rise was by no means uniform, 
several of the utilities encountering 
profit-taking, and the motors and the 
coppers generally failing to respond. 
Columbia Gas’ dropped more than 2 
points after an early rise to new high 
territory. Pacific Lighting, however, 
sold to a new peak and held firm. 

Adams Express dropped 18 points 
to 630 then rallied to 64¥F. Abraham 
& Straus lost more than 15 points. 
Otis Elevator fell back 5 points in 
profit-taking, and International Tele- 
phone, International Business Ma- 
ehines and Continental Baking lost 
2 points and more. 

In the commodities, wheat rose 
about 2 cents a bushel to more than 
20 eents above the low levels of last 
Mav, on reports of crop damage in the 
northwest, and corn was firm. Cotton 
fluctuated in a narrow range, closing 
a little higher. 

Foreign “exchanges ‘were quiet, with 
sterling cables slipping back slightly 
to 4.84 13-16.

—Paulino Uzcudun may or may not be as tough as he 


was. He may or may not have class as a fighter, but he has fought a 
good many fights and nobody ever did much with the game and tough 
Basque until Schmeling came along. The German fought cautiously, 
calmly and efficiently. Many blame him because he did not go after a 
knockout from the opening bell, but who has knocked out Paulino? 
And why should Schmeling take a chance in a bout which meant so much 


to him? Fighting is a business. 

On his showing last week, Schmel-| 
ing is an extremely promising young 
heavyweight. Whether or not he can 
take punishment has yet to be demon- 
strated. I am not sure he can. Pan- 
lino hit him one sock in the stomach 


that he didn’t like at all. You may 
say that none of us like to get socked 
in the stomach and that is assuredly 
true, but the difference is that we are 
not supposed to be trained or capable 
of assimilating wallops to the diges- 
tive tract, while a champion is sup- 
posed to be able to “take ’em.” 


HOW MUCH? 


But how much will Schmeling be 
compelled to take? He is a skillful 
defensive boxer, fast on his feet, with 
a long reach, and what is becoming a 
fine left hand. If an opponent leaves 
himself open to take a good punth 
at Max, the Berlin boy is likely to 
whip over that right hand and _ se- 
riously discommode the said opponent, 
not to mention knocking him for a 
couple of loops. 

Don’t get the idea that I overesti- 
mate Max. The only time he was 
stung in his bout with the Basque, 
he became more. cautious where a 
Dempsey or Greb would have bounded 
in, fighting with the fury of a wound- 
el leopard. As he was against Pau- 
lino. I believe that Tunney or Greb 
would have beaten Schmeling, and that 
the Dempsey of the Willard or Firpo 
fight would have knocked him out. 

But remember that Schmeling hasn't 
had a great lot of experience. Pau- 
lino was the best man he ever had 
met, and in this contest the German 
did all that was expected of him. More- 
over, he certainly must’ have received 
much benefit from that encounter. 
When he went in that ring, he 
thought he could beat the Basque. 
When he came out, he knew he could 
beat him. He gained in confidence 
and in experience, and it takes a lot 
of that latter quality to make a great 
heavyweight. 

TIME IS TEACHER. 

Dempsey wasn’t so good in his first 
fights. It took Tunney years to de- 
velop ‘himself to the point where he 
was a champion. Time is the greatest 
teacher and developer of them all. 

But I don’t think that they are 


going to do-~Schmeling much good by 
taking him out on a vaudeville tour, 


exhibiting him as they might a prize 
cow. So far as I know he is no actor, 
although the German has the makings 
of an excellent showman. His act pre- 
sumably will conSist of boxing with 
some second-rate sparring partner, 
who will have strict orders to box 
in the fashion best calculated to dis- 
play Schmeling’s strong points, and~ 
who will have too much business sense 
to take a sock at his employer or 
show up any weakness he may pos- 
sess. This type of tour will do more. 
to get Max out of condition and less 
to develop him than anything I know. 
SHARKEY TOUGH. 

If Schmeling boxes Sharkey in 
September, from present indications 
somewhere outside New York, he will 
be meeting a faster, smarter boxer 
than Paulino and a type harder for 
him to beat. He will not have as good 
a chance to outpoint Sharkey. The 
chances are that he will have to stop 
him to win, and Max can’t hit any 
harder with his right hand than young 


Stribling can. If Stribling had real 
fighting spirit there are many who 
would consider him just as good a bet 
as either Schmeling or Sharkey. Strib- 
ling has every natural advantage he 
needs except the tiger instinct of a 
champion. 

I doubt whether Dempsey ever will 
box Schmeling. If Max would stand 
toe to toe and swap punches the Old 
Manassa Mauler would still be a fair 
bet. but the German wouldn’t be that 
silly, He would have youth, endurance 
and speed on his side, and Dempsey 
scarcely could expect even his stout 
heart to carry him to victory against 
such odds.

She pleaded for 
a “square deal for the teacher and 
yuupil’ and said that the American 
ell of Teachers was demand- 
ing such freedom as would develop

part: 

‘The program of the American Fed- 
erntion of Teachers is a teacher's pro- 
gram, and it has to do with the spirit 
of education. We lay a most particu- 
Jar emphasis upon the conditions un- 
der which teachers and pupils work, 
and upon the objectives in the proc- 
esses and practices of education as a 
social function. We recognize the fact 
that the two principals to the process 
of education, the teacher and the pu- 
pil, have not had a square deal, as it 
were, We believe that it is the busi- 
ness of teachers to exert theinselves 
to promote the development of just 
and favorable conditions under which 
to carry on the mutual activities of 
pupils and teachers. It follows that 
we believe the teachers of America 
should organize to accomplish’ this 
purpose, Hence our major and im- 
mediate concern is to organize the 
teachers in local communities to work 
for desirable local conditions and to 
co-operate through the national or- 
genization for the development of de- 
sirable conditions everywhere. 

“We are insisting upon housing con- 
ditions that are physically safe and 
that may he expected © produce a()- 
cially sound reactions in the young 
people who inhabit the school build- 
ings. 

“We are opposing the practice of 
overcrowded classes ; overworked 
teachers and factory standards of pro- 
duction for the schools. 

“Wei are insisting upon 
pensation for teachers and upon op- 
portunity for every child to receive 

adequate educational advantages. 

“Weare placing emphasis upon so- 
cial values in education. 

“Teachers must begin with them- 
selves and must not fail to enlist the 
interest of their public. The only 
method of making headway against a 
collection of adverse sentiment is by 
collective effort on the part of those 
who have the vision of something bet- 
ter. 

“The experiegce of the past vear 
ives renewed evidence that there is a 
arce and increasing number of teach- 
ers throughout the country who only 
need necessary contact to become a 
part of our body. There are mans 
others floundering helplessly in a sea 
of discontent and uncertainty te whom 
our program wonld be the coming of 
Vision and hone and a wav ont of 
helplessness, if they but knew our!

Prague, Czecho-Slovakia, July 2.—

Mrs. McCormick opposed the mar- 
riage of her daughter to the Swiss 
riding master, Oser, and had not seen 
her since that time until last week, 
when Mrs. Oser visited her mother’s 
Lake Shore drive home.

TARIFF BODY WANTS 
AUTO MAKERS’ VIEWS 


Washington, July 2.—(#)—Whether 
American automobile manufacturers 
are willing to stand for a redrction 
or removal of the present 25 per cent 
duty on imported passenger cars and 
trucks shared interest with other tariff 
developments today at the capitol. 

Chairman Smoot of the finance com- 
mittee replied to charges by demo- 
crats that the farmers. were being giv- 
en a “raw deal” in the revision, de- 
claring they were “so anxious to make 
political capital out of the situation 
that they are imagining ail sorts of 
rates and unjust schedules.” 

Two finance’ sub-committees took 
testimony of a seore of witnesses on 
the sundry and metals schedules of 
The former group con- 
cluded its hearings and the metals 
sub-committee recessed. with addi- 
tional witnesses yet to be heard, un- 
til Monday. 

Meanwhile, Senator Reed, republic- 
an, Pennsylvania, chairman of the 
metals sub-committee, awaited replies 
to the invitations sent yesterday to 
four of the leading automobile and 
truck manufacturers, asking them to 
appear July 11 to give their views 
on a proposal to reduce or wipe out 
the automobile tariff. 

Those invited were Henry Ford, Al- 

fred P. Sloan, president of General 
Motors: Alvin Macauley, president of 
the National Automotive Chamber of 
Commerce and head of the Packard 
Motor Company, and W. T. White, 
president of the White Truck Com- 
pany. 
Reports have been circulated for the 
past year that certain manufacturers 
believe they would be better off with- 
out a tariff, or at least with a reduced 
duty, and Senator Reed is understood 
to have been actuated in sending the 
invitations by a desire to bring into 
the open the producers’ views. 


He has heard unconfirmed repvrts 
that the manufacturers have stated 
privately that continuation of the 25 
per cent duty may invite further re- 
taliatory tariffs by foreign countries, 
and that they felt since the United 
States was firmly entrenched in the 
world automobile market and imports 
were negligible compared with exports 
it might be wise to lower the duty or 
remove it altogether. 

Taking a rap particularly at the 
statement Sunday by Senator George 
of Georgia, a minority member of the 
finance committee, that increases in 
agricultural rates were being followed 
by boosts im duties on manufactured 
commodities beyond the compensatory 
level, Chairman Smoot declared this 
was “not only unfair, but misleading.” 

The finance committee has not acted 
on any schedules as yet, and is not 
likely to do so for some time, adding 
that so far as the revision has gone 
th. farmers and producers by far have 
been given “the best of it.”
